HIS START IN POLITICS. 
Politics also occupied him to a con- 
jsiderable extent during this period, 
jand his natural strength of individe- 
jality made him a prominent figure 
in the Conservative councils of Dun- 
das riding. When, in 1886, he mace

The history of the establishment 
of Valcartier military camp is a 
record of remarkable engifivering 
achievemente. Within a few days 
the Canadian Northern Railway 
transformed an insignificant flag 
station, serving a emall Irish col- 
ony, into an important terminal 
point with twenty miles of railway 
sidings, giving a splendid impetus 
to the establishment of the camp 
and expediting the movement of the 
men and materials which went to 
make this city of thirty thousand 
souls.

And now comes the news of a 
bridge-building record made by the 
men of the Royal Canadian Engi- 
neers, under the direction of Major 
W. Bethune Lindsay of Winnipeg. 
The Jacques Cartier River separates 
the main camp from the artillery 
practice grounds at the base of 
Momnts Iieene and Irene. Across 
this 350 feet of waterway the Royal 
Canadian Engitéers built, within 
four hours. a barrel-pier pontoon 
bridge, capable of carrying heavy 
batteries. The Major and his three 
hundred wen worked with that 
well-ordered efficiency which charac- 
terizes the efforts of the British- 
bred. The race for the record 
started with the Canadian Northern 
Railway. The materials—barrels, 
planking, etc.—were freighted on to 
the ground with remarkable de- 
spatch. The casks were made water- 
tight, the timber was made ready, 
the twenty-foot bank cut down to 
provide an..easy grade for traffic, 
and the actual test was on. 

There was never a-hitch. One 
party of men lashed the barrels. to

Details of Conscription 
Kaiser’s System. 


Kaiser Wilhelm’s apparent faith 
in the strength of Germany’s battle 
arm in the contest with three 
mighty nations is perhaps in no 
small degree founded upon the 
wonderful German military system, 
the like of which the world has 
never seen before. 

On January | of the year of his 
20th birthday every male German 
citizen must report to the military 
head of his district. If not excused 
because of some physical defect he 
serves two years in the infantry, or 
three years in the cavalry or ar- 
tillery. For his services he receives 
a small compensation, hardly more 
than pocket money. Then he is 
transferred to the first reserve, 
which requires that he serve a 
month or two each year for a period 
of five years. The next five years 
are served in the “‘Landwehr,’’ and 
he is required to drill at the order 
of the military authorities. 

From the first class of the “‘Land- 
webr’ the German soldier gradu- 
ates into the second class, where he 
remains until he is 30. At that age 
he becomes a part of the “‘Land- 
strum’’ to be called out only in the 
event of great national need. At

WHAT THE CANAL COST. 
Will Mean 


Enormous Time-Saving 
for Vessels, 3 


Now that barges are going right 
through the Panama Canal from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and now 
that 1915. when the official inaugu- 
ration is to take place, draws near, 
a few figures of wonderment will be 
of interest,-says London Answers. 

The total/length of the canal is 
only 50 miles, but it will mean a 
saving in distance for vessels going 
from New York to San Francisco 
of no fewer than 9,540 miles, for 
round Cape Horn the route is 14,- 
840 miles, and through the canal 
5,300 miles. From other parts of 
the world enormous time-saving, 
too, will be effected. : 

_A vessel leaving Liverpool for San 
Francisco, and going from the Mer- 
sey through the canal, will only 
have to cover 7,857 miles, agaipst 
15,250 round the Horn—a saving of 
nearly 50 per cent., or 7,303 miles. 
The time of the passage through the 
canal is put/at 8 to 10 hours, and 
through the series of wonderful 
locks at 3 hours. The total number 
of men employed on the historic 
work has been 40,000. Other figures 
are equally astounding, including 
the estimated total cost of $375,- 
000,000,

I wish to warn the farmers of Ont- 
ario against inferior lightning rods. 
In our investigations we have found 
that an iron-centred rod, that is, one 
composed of a strip of copper twisted 
around an iron or steel centre, wheth- 
er the ceptry, is a strip or wires or 
both, is a very short-lived rod. In 
many cases the iron is nearly all rusted 
away in from five to ten years,leaving 
only the copper, which is too light 
either to wear well or to carry off a 
flash of lightning without melting. 
The copper sheath of these roc 
weighs less than half what the stand- 
ard copper rods weigh. Any farmer 
who puts these iron-centred rods on 
his buildings is actually getting less 
present value for his money than if 
using an ~plicpopper rod, to say noth- 
ing of the lack of durability. <A plain 


galvanized iron cable is more durable | 


than the iron-centred 
It is to the credit 
companies in Ontario, except two, 
at they are followmg the teaching 
of Bulletin 220, and do not su 
iroh-centred rods. Several months 
ago I personally informed one of two 
companies that its iron-centred rod 
was not fit to put ona ee: and 
the other, even before Bulletin 220 
was published, was notified what its 
teachings would be regarding the 
iron-centred rod, and the company 
was advised not to stock up with that 
kind of rod. Yet these companies are 
using other portions of the bulletin to 
induce farmers to buy these inferior 
rods which it condemns.

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THE DEFENCES OF PARIS 


IN THE WORLD. 


Half a Million Men Necesmary to 
Invest the French 
Capital. 


While details of the defences of 
Paris are guarded with strict secre- 


cy by the French military authori- 


ties, yet their general character 
and formidable strength are well 
known to military experta, who re- 
oognize them as among the strong- 
est. fortifications in the world. 
The fortifications consist of three 
distinct circles sweeping around the 
city—first, the solid wall of masonry 
18 feet high, extending for 22 miles 
around the okd sections of Paris; 
the system of 17 detached 
arranged at intervals, two 


manding the valley of the Seine. 
Each of these circles of masonry 
and steel is a complete defence in 
itself, the forts being linked toge- 
ther with redoubts, with bastion 
and glacis, which permits a cross 
fire against approaches from any di- 
rection. The magnitude of the sye- 


t does not matter. It wae very tem is shown by ite area, which ex- 


tends 400 square miles. 
Third Line is Modern. 


The wall around Paris and the 17 
detached forte two miles beyond the 
walls were built by Lowis Phillippe. 
They sustained the German siege of 
1870-1871, and ‘the outer forte have 
since been greatly strengthened. 
The third line of forts, on the hills 
of Bt. Germain, Cormilles and Vil- 
liere, are of modern construction, 
with the latest types of batteries 
and heavy gune. — 

The inner wall about Parig sur- 
rounds the best known and most im- 


| portant sections of the city, includ- 


ing the business sections along the 
grand boulevards, the residence sec- 
tions to the north and west of the 
city and the Latin quarter and other 
sections of the left bank of the 


Seine. Outside of the wall a circle | 


of suburbs extends for many miles,

A Common German Practice—A 
Dead Mats Charge—Bravery 
‘Of Women. 


Terrible details of German atro- 
cities at Mons are given in a letter 
from an Oldham “‘Tommy,’’ who 
is recovering from his wounds. “‘I 
am hoping,’ he says, ‘‘to have a 
speedy return to the front to have 
another smack at the German sol-. 
dier (they should be called sav- 
ages). We have had a terrible time, 
and were in action for three days 
and nights. On Wednesday the 
officers said that Spion Kop was 
heaven to the fighting we had on 
that day. It is God help our poor 
fellows who got wounded in ‘the 
legs or body and could not get. off 
the battlefield, as when we. retired 
the curs advanced and shot and 
bayoneted them as they tried to 
crawl away. 


“On the Tuesday ‘our regiment 
went to the top of a hill which had 
a big flat top. An outpost of a 
Scotch regiment reported to us on 
our way up that all was clear, and 
we thought the enemy about five 
miles away. We formed up in close 
formation—about 1,200 strong. Our 
commanding officer told us to put 
our packs off and start entrenching, 
but that was the last order he will 
ever give, for the enemy opened 


fire at us with five Maxim guns, 


from a wood only 400 yards in front 
of us. They mowed us down like 
straw, and we could get no cover 
at all. Those who were left had to 
roll off the hill into the roadway— 
a long straight road—but we got it 
worse there. They had two shrap- 


nel guns at the top of the road, and | 


they did fearful execution to us 
and the Lancashire Fusiliers, who 
were also in the roadway. Any 
man who got out of that hell hole 
should shake hands with himself. 
This all happened before 6 o'clock 
in the morning. I have only seen 


about 60 of our regiment since.

The Fusilier spoke enthusiastically 
of the bravery of thé French peas- 
ant woman., ‘“Even while we were 
being shelled in the trenches,’’ he 
said, ‘‘they came wp to our lines 
and brought us fruit.’ He saw 
from a distance Germans bayonet- 
ing figures on the ground. 

Saved by an Inch. 


A Tooting cavalryman how in 4 
hospital at Shorncliffe, 
amazing escape, which he describes 
in a letter home. He and his com- 
rades were suddenly attacked by 
2,000 Uhlans, who outnumbered 
them by about 30 to 1. ‘‘While the 
few of us that were left were gal- 
loping like mad around their 
flank,’’: he writes, ‘‘they shot my 
horse down underneath me, and as 
he fell I was flung into a tree with 
great force. I managed to get up 
and crawl a little way away, and 
they shot me through the thigh. 
But still I crawled on among the 
trees, They shot at me again and 
then left me—with two holes clean 
through my hat.”’

HOW TO TELL A LIAR. 


By His Breathing, Declares a For- 
é¢ign Professor. 


When you are telling a lie you" 
breathe differently from when you! 
are telling the truth. —The-differ- | 
ence was discovered by means of 
some tests made upon his students 
by Prof. Benussi of Graz. 

He prepared cards bearing let- 
ters, figures, and diagrams and 
distributed these among his pupils. 
These were required to describe the 
eards correctly, except in certain 
cases when the cards were marked 
with a red star and the students re- 
ceiving them were required to des- 
cribe them falsely. Each student 
was watched carefully by his fel- 
lows, who, ignorant of the nature 
of the card, tried to judge from his 
manner whether he was telling the 
truth or not. The watchers were 
unable to judge with any certainty. 

But before each man began his 
test the time occupied in inspiration 
and expixation was measured, and 
the measurement was taken again 
immediately after he finished. It 
was found that the utterance of a 
false statement always increased, 
and the utterance of a true state- 
ment always diminished, the quo- 
tient obtained by dividing the time 
of inspiration by the time of expira- 
tion. 

Dr. Anton Rose, commenting in 
Die Umschan on these results, re- 
marks that the discovery furnishes 
a certain criterion between truth 
and falsehood. For even a clever 
liar is likely to fail in an attempt 
to escape detection by breathing ir- 
regularly, Prof. Benussi having dis- 
covered that men are unable volun- 
tarily to change their. respiration 
so as to affect the result.

FIVE KINDS OF ICE. 


One Kind Can Be Madé From Boil- 
ing Water. 


There are: five distinct kinds of 
ice. Thie fact has just been dis- 


covered by Prof. P. W. Bridgman, |° 


of Harvard University. First there 
is the cdmmon ice which is water 
frozen at ordinary atmospheric pres- 
sure and at from 0 degrees C to

about 6 per cent. denser than wa- 
ter. 

Increasing the pressure to about 
6,500 kilograms, we get ice IV., the 
volumic pressure and the density 
becéming from 5 to 9 per cent. 
greater than water, 

If we freeze water at atmospheric 
pressure, but with a temperature of 
$0 degrees C, ordinary ice (ice I.) 
is changed to ice ITI., which is on 
the average 3 per cent. denser than 
water and 20 per cent. denser than 
ice I, 

Further increasing the pressure, 
ica IIT, turns into ice IL, which is 
about 22 per cent. denser than ice I. 
On further Increasing in pressure 
ice Il. changes to ice V. and then to 
ice TV. 

Sometimes these changes take 
place so quickly that a click is 
heard. The lower the temperature 
the more slowly is the change effect- 
ed. ; 

This discovery has a practical ap- 
plication. When water freezes in a 
closed vessel immense. pressure is 
developed. The bursting of boilers 
and water pipes is a familiar exam- 
ple of this. The water expands in 
freezing to ice II.; but if the pres- 
sure on the ice during freezing ex- 
ceeds about 2,000 kilograms, corres- 
ponding to 30,000 pounds per square 
inch, ice IIT. is formed. As this is 
about 3 per cent. denser than wa- 
ter and has less volume, it shrinks 
rather than expands." 

An interesting sidelight on this is 
the discovery that if the pressure 
be great enough the temperature 
may be raised far beyond the nor- 
mal freezing point and still the wa- 
ter will freeze. ‘‘By the applica- 
tiin of a pressure of about 20,000 
kilograms,’’ says Prof. Bridgman, 
‘‘we may freeze water, although it 
is nearly boiling hot.’

The letter was written by 
Samuel Smiley, one of the pitifully 
meagre remnant of what was o

he} known -throughout the service as 


“the gay and gallant. Gordons.”’ It 
appears that more than seventy-five 
per cent. of the command either 
perished or were wounded in the 
first fierce fighting on Belgiun soil. 
Some extracts follows :— 


Hurricane of Shell, 


“At Mons I got a crack on the 
knee with a shrapnel splinter. I 
knew nothing of it until my officer 
pointed it out to me. I dug it out 
with a pen knife and now I assure 
you I feel no ill effects. Of course 
there is a wound, but I[’ll be eur- 
prised if 2 is not healed within a 
week. 


“I'l tell you about the fighting}! 


at Mons, but I have absolutely no 
coherent recollection af Cambrai 
The hurrican of shell there has left 
me benumbed, and I do not yet re- 
alize that Iam home. We marched 
out of our billets at four o'clock in 
the morning and ‘took up a posi- 
tion on the main Paris road. Mons 
itself was somewhat half left on 
our rear. 

“We then dug our trenches, and 
much labor and love we put into the 
work. The ball opened at half-past 
eleven with a terrible artillery duel, 


» |the German shells bursting over our 


trenches. Our company, D, with 
company B on our left, held the 
right side of the road. Campany C. 
was in advance and the Middlesex 
regiment and the Royal Trish held 
the cross roads to our left flank in 
the direction of Mons.

Samply Blasted Away. 

‘They occupied the wood to our 
left front. We opened on them with 
a terrific Maxim fire. Poor devils, 
they advanced in companies of quite 
150 men in files five deep. As our 
rifile has # flat trajectory up to 600 
yards; you can guess the result. 
We could steady our rifiles on the 
trenches and take deliberate aim. 
The first. company of them was sim- 
ply blasted away by a volley ot 700 
yards, and in their insane forma- 
tion every bullet was sure to find 
two billets. 

“The other companies kept ad- 
vancing very slowly, with their 
dead comrades as cover, but they 
had absolutely no chance, and at 
about five o’clock their infantry re- 
tired. We were still being subject- 
ed to a terrible artillery fire—God !
